SPARKS FROM MARK: 

In this week's Sparks we continue with the new 
guidelines that have been set up by are newer 
pastoral council. 

Term of Office: 

The term of office is for three years. All 
members begin and end their terms at the same 
time. The term limit is two consecutive terms. 

Officers: 

The pastor presides at every meeting of the 
council. The pastor and the councilors select 
two officers from among their numbers, a 
chairperson and a vice-chairperson. The 
secretary is not a selected member of the 
Pastoral Council, but is appointed by the pastor 
with consultation with the councilors. The 
pastor, along with the three officers, develops 
the agenda. 

Role of Chairperson: 

-Facilitates council discussions, making sure 
that everybody speaks and is heard. The 
chairperson also monitors the work of the 
councilors between regular meetings. 

Role of the Vice-Chairperson: 

-Assists the chairperson and facilitates meetings 
in the chairperson's absence. 

Role of Secretary: 

-Keeps the minutes. He or she ensures that they 
are sent, along with the agenda and supporting 
documents, to each councilor at least one week 
before every meeting. 

The Commissioning of Liturgical Ministers will be 
this weekend, Oct. 4-5. All people who have trained 
for a liturgical ministry will be asked to come forward 
during mass to receive this commissioning. 

The Stewardship Committee would like to invite all 
interested parish members to come and attend a 
meeting to see if it is something you would like to be 
involved in. They are an active group that does things 
in the church like plan for the "Summerfest" activities, 
new member welcoming receptions, publishing a 
parish pictorial directory, helping plan the November 
Diocesan Stewardship process in our parish, and much 
more. They are also hoping to find interested people 
who would be willing to start a "Welcoming 
Committee". This committee would be part of the 
Stewardship committee, but would be in charge of 
preparing a welcoming packet for new parishioners, 
planning welcoming receptions and activities and 
more.
